Kentucky and Tennessee 
Seen Safe for New York 
Governor Following His 
Triumphant Journey.

Washington, October 15.—Reports 
wired here from reliable democratic 
sources in Nashville and Louisville 
agree that Governor Smith’s visits 
and speeches in both places have had 
stirring effects upon party spirit in 
both Tennessee and Kentucky. The 
work in both states will be prosecuted 
the next three weeks with vigor and 
enthusiasm. 

Tennessee is claimed as definitely 
fixed in the democratic column, and 
Senator Barkley and  ex-Governor 
Beckham assert that Kentucky can- 
not longer be classified as doubtful. 
The democratic normal majority will 
be somewhat reduced, but trustworthy 
district surveys give assurance that 
the democratic electoral ticket will 
have a safe majority. 

There is a hot two-fisted fight go- 
ing on in West Virginia, but demo- 
cratic authorities out there believe 
the edge is strongly theirs, that Sena- 
tor Neely will be reelected and his 
strength will help to pull through the 
Smith, Robinson electors. Both the 
coal owners and miners in that state 
are tending strongly to the demo 
cratic ticket, as their interests have 


been almost disastrously affected by 
the lake cargo decision of the ‘in- 
terstate cofimerce commission.

Expounds World Com- 
merce Principles and In- 
timates He Is Opposed 
to Subsidy for Shipping.

Boston, Meass., October 15.—(?)— 


Carrying his campaign into the heart 
of industrial New England, Herbert 
Hoover tonight laid before the peo- 
ple of a democratic metropolitan 
stronghold an attack upon the tariff 
principle laid down in the platform 
of the democratic party. 

Addressing the country generally 
over a nation-wide radio hook-up, the 
republican presidential candidate 
couched his criticism in strong terms. 
He declared that revision of tariff 
duties to the democratic platform 


standard of “effective competition” 
would mean such a lowering of the 
tariff wall as that American wages 
and farm prices would be depressed. 

The candidate spoke in the. arena 
bere after a day of strenuous cam- 
paigning that carried him across the 
breadth of the state and saw him 
deliver four speeches—more than he 
has made in any of his previous jaunts 
during his drive for the presidency. 


Arena Is Well Filled. 


Every seat in the huge arena was 
taken before the nominee made his 
appearance on the paltform and his 
entrance brought a burst of applause 
that sent echoes chasing about the 
steel rafters of the huge structure. 

Launching ino his speech, the can- 
didate first discussed foreign trade 
and it importance to the country gen- 
erally. Then he turned to the tariff 
and finally to the merchant marine. 
The three phases of his subject ap- 
parently struck close home to the 
New Englanders and hé was applaud- 
ed with enthusiasm. 

Taking up the-tariff he declared 
that the application of the democratic 
formula, would mean “a. flood of for- 
eign goods, of foreign farni producé' 
and consequent reduction of wages and 
incomes not only of workers and farm- 
ers, but the whole of those who labor, 
whether in the field, the bench or the 
desk,.”’ 

The republican candidate did not 
make any reference to his democratic 
opponent, but stated his own views on 
the tariff commission which Governor 
Alfred E. Smith discussed at Louis- 
ville last Saturday night. Hoover de- 
clared the commission a valuable arm 
of the government, and added that “it 
can be strengthened and made more 
useful in several ways.” 

Butler Also Speaks. 

“But,” he continued, “the American 
peole will never consent to delegating 
authority over the tariff to any com- 
mission, whether nonpartisan or bi- 
partisan. Our people have a right to 
express themselves at the ballot upon 
so vital a question as this. 

“There is only one commission to 
which delegation of that authority 


can be made. That is the great com-

VIOLATION OF LAW

C. T. Rice Claims in Pe- 
tition Klan Has Con- 
tributed to Campaign 
To Defeat Al Smith. 


Hiram W. Evans, imperial wizard 
of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
and other high officers of the klan 
have expended large sums of kilan 
money to circulate libel, villification 
and slander against Governor Alfred 
E. Smith, democratic presidential 
nominee, because Smith is a Catholic, 
according to charges made Monday in 
a suit presented to Judge Samuel H. 
Sibley, of United States district court 
and ordered filed by him. The peti- 
tion, asking fora receiver for the klan 
and for the American building, sets 
out that Evans and other defendant 
officers of the klan have diverted funds 
from the organization until it has be- 
come insolvent, despite the fact that 
it has collected more than $100,000,- 
000 from its members. 

Brought by Charles G. Reynolds, as 
attorney for the plaintiff, C. T. Rice, 
a member of the klan, the suit names 
as defendants in equity the Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan, the American 
building, Hiram W, Evans, Jr., J. A. 
Comer and W, F. Zummbrun, the three 


men being officials of the klan. Under 
an order signed by Federal Judge 
Samuel H. Sibley, the defendants are 
required to show cause at 10 o'clock 
Saturday morning, October 27, why 
an injunction should not be issued to 
restrain them from dissipating or con- 
verting the funds of the klan and from 


contributing to campaign funds as al- 


leged, and why a receiver should not 
be apointed for the klan and for the 
American building. 

Pointing out that under the laws 
of Georgia it is unlawful for a cor- 
poration, or any officers thereof, from 
corporate funds, to make or authorize 
any contribution, directly or indirect- 
ly, to campaign funds or for political

HIGHWAY DECISION 
I) SEEN AS BOON 


Reynolds Says Supreme 
Court’s Ruling Will Be 
Incentive for Provision 
of Adequate Bond Issue. 


The decision of the state supreme 
court in holding the state highway 
board strictly within the . 6,300-mile 
limit of the state aid road system, 
thereby denying the legality of approx- 
imately 700 miles of road allotted by 
the board over the limit, will prove 
an incentive to the legislature next 
year for an adequate bond issue for 
highway building, predicated upon one- 
half of the available resources from 
motor license fees and gasoline taxes, 
in the opinion of Frank T, Reynolds, 
pioneer Georgia good roads advocate. 


If the roads affected by the su- 
preme court decision are ever built, it 
is very apparent that a statewide 
bond issue of sufficient proportions 
will have to be issued or those sec- 
tions through which the excess mileage 
passes will have to wait a very long 
time, Mr. Reynolds said. ‘The ‘pay- 
as-you-go’ plan has proven entirely too 
slow.” 

When fully understood by the mem- 
bers “f the house and senate next 
year, the supreme court decision will 
prove an incentive for an adequate 


bond issue, he said. “According to the : 


best authorities, the revenues in 1924 


would have been ample for a $70,-. 


000.000 state bond issue. These reve- 
nues have about doubled since then, 
and practically only half will be 
needed,” Mr. Reynolds pointed out. 

Mr. Reynolds warned that it must 
not be forgotten that “approximately 
90 counties are due a little over $21,- 
000,000 for the money ‘loaned’ the 
highway department for road purposes 
——money raised upon ad valorem bond 
issues, This fact must not be lost sight 
of in framing a state bond issue, but, 
as our resources are ample, a_ bill 
should be passed in the 1929 general 
assembly to fully take care of the 
highwav situation.”

Michigan City, Ind., October 16.—

Stephenson charged that Evans was 
responsible for the fatal shooting of 
Captain William S. Coburn, of At- 
lanta, Ga. Coburn was shot by Phil 
Fox in October. Fox is now serving 
a life sentence for murder. Stephen- 
son testified that Evans incited Fox 
to commit the crime and said he could 
prove his charge in court. .

ESTABLISHES RECORD 
FOR TIME IN AIR. 

Washington, October 15.—(United 
News)-—~The Graf Zeppelin has estab- 
lished a new endurance and distance 
record in its epoch making flight to 
the United States, naval dirigible ex- 
perts said tonight. 
At 5:35 p. m. the great airship 
had been in the air more than 112 1-2 
hours and had traveled an estimated 
distance of 5,600 miles, breaking all 
previous records for sustained long 
distance flight by a craft of this type. 

The Los Angeles is credited with a 
non-stop flight of 5.801 miles in 81 
hours from Germany to the United 
States in 1924. 

The longest previous distance flight, 
according to available records, was 
that of the Zeppelin L-Z in 1917, 
which flew 4,230 miles from Bulguria 
to Central Africa in 1917. On that 
flight the L-Z was in the air 95 
hours, , ‘ 

The endurance record had _ been 
credited to the French dirigible Dix- 
oe. which remained aloft 108 hours 
in 

The ship carried gloves, silks and 
other merchandise—a commercial 
venture. When it left Freidrich- 
shafen, Germany, it had a consider- 
able cargo of beer, schnapps, wurst, , 
and other things dear to German; 
hearts. How much of this cargo was 
left upon arrival was not immediate- 
ly revealed, but the ship had planned 
to seal any remaining liquor cargo, 
just as a vessel of the seas seals its 
wines and spirits when it touches an 
American port.

Dr. Hughes asserted his belief that 
every city hospital should have a 
pyschiatric department. The benefit 
from this would be two-fold, he said. 
In the first place persons suffering 
from the first symptoms of mental 
disorder would have an available clinic 
where the cause of their trouble could 
be ascertained and, in many instances, 
by means of surgery or medical treat- 
ment for some related disease, be re- 
stored to the full use of their brain. 

Means for Study. 

Secondly, he said, such hospital de- 
partments would ptovide a means for 
tudy of mental disorder by all medi- 
cal students and would go a long way 
toward removing the ignorant super- 
stition which still clings to the popu- 
lar conception of diseases of the mind, 
and also provide a vast field for re- 
search and study into the subject.

MORE SYMPHONY. 

We are about to publish the third 
Brady symphony. Whether it will be 
free to readers or cost an extra stamp 
or two, I cannot announce as yet. 
Do not ask for it until we announce 
that it is ready and explain how 
you can procure a copy. Meanwhile 
I have no symphony for anybody— 
tlie second symphony was exhausted 
recently. 

The first symphony first appeared 
before the world war, and without a 
title. 1 forget now just how and 
when we happened to hit on the 
name “symphony.” but I believe some 
enthusiastic reader offered the sug- 
gestion after having played it over 
a few times on his metabolism. Id 
like to hear from that reader if he 
or she notices this item. It is well 
for us music writers to gather such 
data when we can, for use in our bi- 
ographies. 

There is a curious coincidence about 
the first symphony that may bear tell- 
ing. It had 12 movements. We had 
given several thousand copies to read- 
eis when the world war broke ont. 
Then after the United States went in, 
a master of publicity began to mar- 
ket his group of exercises, 12 in num- 
ber, bearing a striking resemblance to 
the movements of the first symphony, 
and I have been rather sore ever since 
—haven’t you noticed that? Not 
that I discovered these exercises or 
have any claim to priority or any ob- 
jection to the use of them by others. 
Only I do resent the sale of them for 
profit, 

It may be true that many laymen 
underestimate the worth of such i 


get it without cost. Certainly it is 
true that a lot of simple folk pay 
from a dollar bill pinned to coupon 
to 48 simoleons in easy installments 
for a “course” of some sort compris- 
ing a group of more or less useful 
exercises plus a lot of hooey.

We gave away 30,000 copies 
of the second symphony in less than 
five years; we didn’t sell a copy, 
though plenty of people wanted to buy 
in wholesale quantities. Downright 
mean about this, among other things, 
I am. If you want each pupil, em- 
plovee or friend or customer of yours 
to have something of mine, I advise 


each and severally to write to me and 
speak for himself. You see, this is a 
personal health service, absolutely. It 
will be the same with the third Brady 
symphony. whether we shall be able to 
give away copies or require a few 
cents per copy to cover the cost. 
No such system of exercises can 
compare with daily walking as a 
health habit. For all who can possi- 
‘bly afford it there is no form o 
éxercise, sport, game, recreation or 
diversion quite so beneficial as two 
miles of oxygen on the hoof, three 
times a day. or six miles in one hike. 
I estimate that the rendition of the 
third Brady symphony is equivalent 
to a two-mile walk. in effect on meta- 
bolism or oxygenation. If you are 
a person of moderate means, I advise 
the walk; if your are too poor, then 
you ean better afford the cymphony.

Splendid work is being: done by the 
Georgia State College of Agriculture, 
in conjunction with the state depart- 
ment of agriculture, and the South- 
ern railroad, in the interest of pro- 
moting dairying in the mountain coun- 
ties, | 

Two enthusiastic meetings of. farm- 
ers were held during the past week. In 
Union county a large number of farm- 
ers gathered at the Blairsville court- 
house, and the next day 300 Towns 
county farmers assembled at Hiawas- 
see. 

Both meetings were addressed by 
Dr. Milton T. Jarnagin, of the Georgia 
State College of Agriculture, W. B. 
Bates, field representative of the 
Southern railroad, and C. H. Bishop, 
dairy specialist of the state depart- 
ment of agriculture. 

These meetings were part of a se- 
ries. 

In both towns the schools were turn- 
ed out to attend the meetings and the 
‘speakers approached the subject from 
the viewpoint of the young man or 
woman starting out in the business of 
farming. 

Mr. Bishop stated that the purpose 
of the meetings was to set forth ele- 
mentary facts to enable the farmers 
to make up their minds whether they 
wanted to engage in dairying, and pre- 
sented practical details of marketing 
cream. He also demonstrated the 
use of the separator. 
| Mr. Bates outlined the method of 
‘choosing a good cow and building up 
_a foundation dairy herd. 

Dr. Jarnagin compared ‘conditions 
in Georgia where the land has been 
worn out in 200 years by a single 
crop system and in various countries 
visited by him in Europe last summer, 
where it is producing ten times as 
much after two thousand years and 
more of cultivation. 
| He said that unless a man likes 
‘farming and desires to stay on the 
‘land the best thing for him to do is to 
| go to the city, and presented the in- 
teresting point of view that the best 
‘way to help the farmer's interests is, 
‘not for more men to go to farming, 
| but for at least five million more 
| farmers to quit and move to the cities, 
‘thereby automatically producing a 
| market for those better farmers who, 
| by their inborn love of farming and 
natural ability, will increase the ay- 
erage output of the land per acre.

There are many women for know 
a great deal of government and pub- 
lice life—for instance, Ida M. Tar- 
bell. In discussing the two presideg- 
tial candidates, she states that s 
sees in Governor Smith the salvation 
of democracy. She concludes her con- 
vineing argument with these words. 
comparing the tendency and the trend 
of the times, the issues and the can- 
didates: “No, it is the trend, fiot the 
candidates alone, by which the men 
must decide how to cast their votes 
this coming fall. For myself, I feel, 
with Governor Smith, that democracy 
is so eternally right that Almighty 
God is our strength.” The able daugh- 
ter of the -republican leader, Henry 
‘a. * Lodge, now dead—as a voice 
from the grave—warns the country 
against the policies and pretensions of 
Hoover. 

The women say, “Isn't Hoover a 
good family man, a graduate of a uni- 
versity, who has spent all his years 
in the pursuit of his profession as a 
mining engineer, internationally 
known, meeting many people in dis- 
tant lands?’ The latter appears to 
many to be one of his troubles. They 
say he has lived too long away frow 
this country; that he has been weaned 
away from democracy by his environ- 
ment; that—as Ida M. ‘Tarbell 
states—“In this country there is now 
a belief that there is one party in 
power at the top and the other party 
is in the mass below.” 


There is a dangerous drift to cen- 
tralization. The rights of the states 
and individuals are imperiled: the 
great charter of freedom is losing its 
hold among the so-called intelligentia. 
“Booted and spurred.” the 
class, who affect superiority, must be 
put in the saddle. This is a grave 
mistake. Democracy must rest upon 
the broad foundation of the rights of 
the -eople. Our revolutionary sirey 
fought and bled for the principles cher- 
ished and dear to every American 
heart; and fanatical morons, preten- 
tious parsons, for the most part ig- 
norant of the affairs of the world. 
corrupt bureaucrats and a subsidized 
press—the facile instrument of purse

to yearn, in this 
crisis, for a common man, like them- 
selves, whom they understand and 
who understands them. 

The women must enlist in this fight 
and vindicates their new-born power. 
“I, personally, think that the elee- 
tion of Governor Smith will do much 
to preserve and perpetuate our de- 
mocracy. While it may not effect im- 
mediate results, still those who gov- 
ern us, the plutocrats and the press, 


may heed the warning.”

The greatest stumbling block in the pathway of game law enforce- 
ment is ignorance. In certain sections of this state and most others the 
children are brought up to believe that the breaking of game laws is 
something to be much admired and encouraged. They are never taught 
that the game and fish laws are made primarily for the protection of the 
wild residents of the forests and streams.

If most of the children in the public schools—wh¥ - these pictures 
are to be shown—knew the results of law violations thery would be fewer 
game law renegades in the country. The pictures show thousands of 
dead fish strewn on the bottoms of lakes where dynamiters have been at 
work. They show little ponds being robbed of nearly every finny citizen 
by one gang pulling nets through the waters. They show thousands of 
eggs rotting on the beds where fish have been shot. Fish are shown 


struggling in traps and dams by means of which thousands of barrels of | 


fish are sent to the market each year. 


Each picture is a lesson in itself. Each teaches a plain 
object lesson to the audience and these pictures will do more 
good in the matter of game conservation than all the arrests and 
prosecutions the game and fish department can make in a 


score of years. 


All the program is not along serious educational lines, however. 
There are two remarkable reels of doglife and hunting in South Carolina 
and south Georgia. One of them is the unique hunting reel filmed by 
Tracy Mathewson. The film is entitled ““A Dog’s Life” and the principai 
canine character is the famous Bully Kid. The reel shows such promi-

The bits of action are unique and are the result of some 
most remarkable photography on the part of the south’s leading 
newsreel photographer. ‘“Matty’’ carries a clever dog story 
through the titles in the reel and illustrates the points of the 
picture with actual scenes of points and kills. The pointing 
scenes are beyond criticism. The dogs appear to be acting for 
the camera, they are so perfect in their technique. 


Another hunting reel showing some of the best trained shooting 


| dogs in the world depicts an expedition in South Carolina with the dogs 


of the famous sportsman and dog trainer of Pinehurst, Harry Kirkover. 
In the actual hunting scenes this reel is fully equal to the one taken by 
Tracy Mathewson and the work of the dogs is well portrayed. 


The last unit in the program consists of a number of re- 
markable natural history plates made by Dr. Ralph E. Wager, 
president of the Izaak Walton league of Decatur. These slides 
show birds and animals in their native state and represent 10 
years’ constant work by the doctor.

Temporary as Banks Ask Set-

New York, October 15.—Call money 
at 6 1-2, advanced toc7 and then 7 1-2 
this being the day when member banks 
adjust tkeir accounts with the federal 
reserve and also when $200,000,000 
was paid out in October 15 interest 
and dividends. However, the tone of 
time money was easier, indicating only 


| a temporary advance in call money 
| due largely to the banks here calling 
| $55,000,000 loans. 


Wall street is confident that the 


' peak of the autumn demand in the 
' money market has been passed and 
that easier money 


is ahead for a 
month or six weeks or more, 

With speculative Wall street much 
easier in mind over the money out- 
look and with the news over the holi- 
day favorable on the steel, copper, oil 
and automobile industries the stock 
market opened strong and _ active, 
quieting down some on the advance 
by the call money rate. A number 


of new highs for the year were made, 
| some for all time, including steel com- 
' mon and Rock Island. 


Dividend Expected. 
Speculative Wall street is confident 


| that another stock dividend is coming 


for steel common. Rumors place the 
coming dividend anywhere from 40 to 
60 per cent. Steel common is now 
selling higher than at any time since 
the 410 per cent stock dividend was 
paid last year. ) 

Announcements of split ups and in- 
creased dividends continue. The long 
expected American Smelting split up 
was announced today. It was three 
new shares for one. Directors of At- 
lantic Refining announced a split up, 
4 to {. with the par value of the stock 
reduced from $100 to $25.. Calumet 
and Hecla announced ‘“‘a dividend” of 
$1. The company has been paying 
50 cents quarterly for the past two 
years. 

Copper shares followed a sharp ad- 
vance in Calumet and Hecla and were 
also helped by the news that the sup- 


the sale of a stock exchange seat at 
$465,000, it was officially announved 
that the governing committee of the 


exchange had passed a resolution «all- 
ing for the appointment of a special 
committee of five to consider increas- 
ing the membership and also the meth- 
ods for bringing about the increase. 
There has been no change in the num- 
ber of members in generations despite 
the enormous growth in the volume of 
business handled. This accounts for 
the continued sensational advance in 
the price of seats starting from around 
$133,000 in 1926.

‘The “mixed” local train 
carrying both passengers and freight, 
had lost so much business to the auto- 
mobile and the truck that it was being 
operated at a loss. Great Northern 
is now going out on the highway with 
trucks to compete for business.. All 
of which throws light on why automo- 
bile shares are holding the center of 
the stage in stock market circles and 
why there has been absence of specu- 
lative interest in railroad stocks. 


With one day out, last week’s turn- 
over on the stock exchange was 17.- 
754,000 shares against the 22,389,000 
shares for the six-day previous week, 
however, the daily overage for last 
week was 3,550,000 shares which was

New York, October 15.—(Special.)—After 
a strong opening stocks suffered recurrent 
sinking spells, first shortly after the open- 
ing when calling of $20,000,000 loans and 
raising of call rate from 64 to 7 per cent 
brought selling pressure and later around 
midday, when another advance in the call 
rate to 8 per cent shook confidence.
